Director of Public Welfare Salis- 
bury told the Public Health Com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen 
yesterday during an _ inspection 
tour of packihg plants that | 
analysis of sausage bought for 
the city’s eleemosynarv institu- 
tions disciosed the presence of 
cereal and added water. 

His statement, as reported by 
P. E. Burton, secretary of a com- 
mittee formed by Government-in- 
spected packers to encourage the 
use of Government-inspected meats, 
was that one of three samples 
showed 53 per cent cereal and 8 
per cent added water. The best of 
the three, accarding to this report, 
showed 27 per cent cereal and 7 
per cent added water. 


U. S. Regulations on Cereals. 
Packing plants inspected by the 
Federal Government are not per- 
mitted to add more than 3% per 
cent of cereal and 3 per cent of 
water to their sausage. If cereal is 
added, that fact must be stated on 
the label of the package.

ISTANBUL, Turkey, Mareh 25.— 
President Kemal, back in the capi- 
tal after a tour of the republie, 
yesterday issued a manifesto an- 
nouncing reorganization of the 
Turkish Government along the 
lines of Fascism. 

He has commandeered the 257 
centers of the ‘“‘Turkish Heart So- 
ciety,” including the elaborate 
headquarters at Angora to which 
the late “Golden Rule” Nash, 
American manufacturer, contribut- 
ed $120,000. These are virtually 
the only amusenient centers in the 
little towns of Anatolia. The Pres- 
ident has designated them as “‘cul- 
tural sections” of the People’s 
party. 

He intends also, it is understood, 
to choose many young men as 
deputies in the new parliament and 
to rally the nation’s youth about 
them. As an explanation of his 
move, his manifesto said: “There 
comes a time in.the life of every 
nation when it must unify all ma- 
terial and spiritual forces. Such a 
time has come to Turkey.” 


U. S. TO BEGIN DEPORTATION 


Labor Department Prepares Or- 
ders, Following Decision of 
the Supreme Court.

WASHINGTON, March 25.—Or- 
ders for immigration officers to 
begin the deportation of nearly 
100,000 alien seamen illegally in 
the United States have been pre- | 
pared at the Department of Labor. 
Action will be taken as quickly as 
possible as the result of a Supreme 
Court decision Monday holding 
such deportations legal.

German Observatories Tracinz Fast 


Moving Celestial Object.

discovered celestial body is being 
traced nightly, and photographed 
as weather ‘permits, by the Berge- 
dorf Observatory. The observatory 
first located the “object” on March 
17 in the constellation Virgo, mov- 
ing across the heavens at. great 
rapidity. It was catalogued as a 
star of the thirteenth magnitude 
and of small luminosity. it was 
again observed on March 21. 
Just what it is Bergedorf astron- 
omers are not prepared to say, ¢x- 
cept that it is “a fast moving ob- 
ject.”

Long 
live democracy! Hail to the chief! 
Hurrah!” The President bowed in 
response.

KILLED MARRIED MAN 
TO AVENGE DAUGHTER 


Texan, on Trial for Murder, 
Testifies He Shot Victim: 
After Reports of His Affair. 


By the Associated Press. : 
BEAUMONT, Tex., Marth 25.— 
A. B. Johnson, 56 years old, refin- 
ery teamster boss, testified in his 
trial for murder today ghat. he 
shot and killed Ottis Lee Adams 
after he had been told that the 
young ambulance driver, although 
married, had improper relations 
with his daughter, Elizabeth John- 
son, 17, and. caused her death. 

The father said he had since 
learned his daughter, who was shot 
to death in an automobile at Port 
Arthur, Tex., less than a month be- 
fore Adams was slain, had killed 
herself. 

At the time he killed Adams, the 
defendant said, he believed Adams 
had caused his daughter’s death as 
a way of relieving the young mar- 
ried man from a ‘‘tough spot.” 

“He was a pallibearer at my 
daughter’s funeral,” Johnson tes- 
tified. “He told me he was mar- 
ried a couple of nights after the 
girl was buried.” 

Robert Williams, 18-year-old 
University of Texas student, testi- 
fied it was “unreasonable to be- 
lieve anything else’’ but that the 
girl had shot and killed herself. 
Williams, son of a minister, 
was arrested after she was found 
in his automobile with a bullet 
wound in her breast. He was 
cleared of responsibility. 

Williams told the jury Adams had 
“come between” him and Miss 
Johnson. It was while the univer- 
sity student was seeking a reconcil- 
iation with the girl that she met 
death. He had parked his car in 
front of a Port Arthur church to 
consult a minister regarding the 
quarrel with the girl. Returning 
to the car, he said, he found she 
had been shot with a pistol he left 
in a pocket of the car. 

The youth was a witness for the 
defense. The State rested after 
one witness told how Johnson, a 
teamsters’ boss, shot and killed 
Adams at a pressing shot less than 
a month after his daughter's death. 

Miss Carrie Belle Mooney of Port 
Arthur testified Miss Johnson told 
her last fall Adams had advised 
her he was married and could not 
marry her. The girl wept and dis- 
cussed suicide, she said.

The compromise schedule of tax 
rates agreed upon Saturday in the 
Senate practically ended the hopes 
of any material tax reduction in 
the rural districts, as the rates 
were fixed at amounts which will 
not produce enough revenue to car- 
ry out even the Senate Educational 
Committee’s modification of the 
original school bill. It is certain 
the financial requirements of the 
measure must be again réduced to 
bring it within the expected reve- 
nues. 

If the opponents of the Survey 
Commission program are able to 
prevent the passage of the school 
bill, but are not able to prevent 
passage of the tax bill, the schools 
will get an additional revenue of 
nearly $2,000,000 a year, which 
would be distributed to them under 
the present system of apportion- 
ment which is based principally on 
the average daily attendance of 
pupils.

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MANY HERE ASHAMED 
TO ADMIT BEING, IDLE 


Richard Hassall Comments on 
Unemployment Census Which 
He Supervised. 


The unemployment census of St. 
Louis, results of which were an- 


nounced last week, was made by 
187 enumerators, who . operated 
from door to door in the same way 
the general population census was 
taken last April. The results 
showed that St. Louis had 94,223 
unemployed persons during the last 
half of January, or 9.4 per cent of 
the population. The unemployment 
classification represented 28 per 
cent of the city’s normally working 
population. 

Richard Hassall of 7735 Suffolk 
avenue, Shrewsbury, an insurance 
agent with offices in Clayton, was 
supervisor in charge of the unem- 
ployment census. He also had 
charge of the two census districts 
covering the city and county last 
year, after the supervisor of one of 
those districts retired. 

Flassall established officés in the 
Federal Building for the unemploy- 
ment count and had an office force 
varying from six to 20 persons. The 
survey covered the city only. Each 
enumerator was given the territory 
that had comprised three or four 
of the enumeration units in last 
year's census check. The work was 
done between Jan. 15 and Feb. 1, 
and Hassall believes the results 
from St. Louis were received at 
Washington ahead of those from 
the other large cities in which the 
special unemployment inquiry was 
made. 

At each dwelling place an enum- 
erator visited, he or she indexed 
the family in a record book, and 
for each such entry the enumerator 
was paid, 2 cents. If the family 
had no unemployment among its 
normally working members, that 
fact was noted in the book and the 
enumerator passed on. 

Where unemployment was en- 
countered, the enumerator listed 
the replies to about 24 questions on 
a large white blank. For each per- 
son for whom data was entered on 
that blank, the enumerator was 
paid 6 cents. As each enumerator 
returned his finished work to the 
office, the office force checked it 
for thoroughness. In some _in- 
stances where questions arose over 
the reports, checking was done in 
the field. 

Commenting on the survey, Has- 
sall said: 

“We found particularly terrible 
conditions of unemployment among 
Negroes. Elsewhere, many per- 
sons in middle class circumstances 
wanted to hide the fact of unem- 
ployment; they were ashamed to 
admit being out of work for the 
first time in their lives. By per- 
sistence we usually ascertained the 
facts, however. It was a thorough 
canvass, and I believe the only per- 
sons missed were those who dclib- 
érately said they were not unem- 
ployed when they were. 

“The survey gave a number of 
persons who were hard up a chance 
to make some money as enumeraé- 
ors.”

Penitentiary sentences tor second- 


degree arson, against Nathan Rud- 
man, shoe dealer, and James E.

Louis, were affirmed today by Divi- 
sion No. 2 of the Missouri Supreme 
Court. Rudman’s term is for three 
years, White's for five years. 

Both appeals were based on tne 
technical allegation of error in con- 
viction for second-degree arson 
when the charge was first-degree 
arson. The opinions, written by 
Presiding Judge J. T. White, held 
that defendants charged with a 
greater offense and convicted of a 
less offense had no grounds for 
complaint. 

Rudman and White wers two of 
three men convicted of arson in 
1929, after a period of more than 
seven years during which no arson 
convictions were obtained in St. 
Louis courts. 

Rudman was found guilty of set- 
ting fire to his shoe store at 4414 
Natural Bridge avenue, April 25, 
1928. Firemen testified they 
smelled gasoline on the premises 
and other witnesses said they saw 
Rudman and another man carrying 
stock from the store before the 
blaze. 

White operated a small restau- 
rant in a one-story building at 
2745 Olive street, where fire broke 
out the night of Aug. 21, 1928. 
Firemen testified they found a fuse 
leading to a gas stove with open 
burners, oil-soaked papers and 
cans containing gasoline. A neigh- 
boring merchant testified he saw 
White leave in his automobile 20 
minutes before the fire.

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ST. JOSEPH BOY, 16, 
ADMITS TWO MURDERS 


Son of Attorney, Held for 100 
Burglaries, Said to Have 
Confessed to Prosecutor. 


By the Associated Press. 

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., March 25.— 
A 16-year-old high school boy, 
Michael Burke, already charged 
with 100 burglaries here, has con- 
fessed, county authorities an 
nounced, to the killing of John 
Brown, a former peace officer, and 
John Fisher, Armour Packing Co. 
employe. 

Brown, a colorful figure who 
usually carried a revolver, was shot 
to death at his home Dec. 29. Hoe 
had been sMot, authorities said at 
the time, by a man who “beat him 
to the draw.” Fisher was killed 
in an attempted holdup in Janu- 
ary as he alighted from a_ street 
car with Miss Minnie Wende. 

The son of Edward C. Burke, St. 
Joseph attorney, the youth also 
was quoted by Frank Kirtley, 
prosecutor, as having confessed the 
wounding of Harry Rash, Savan- 
nah, Mo., restaurant man, the night 
Brown was killed. 

The prosecutor said the three 
shootings oceurred in the course of 
attempted holdups. , 

Young Burke is a high school 
freshman. He was arrested Friday 
night when police found him rob- 
bing the home of State Senator 
Emmet J. Crouse. For three hours 
Saturday he was questioned by his 
father who announced his intention 
of getting at the bottom of the 
boy’s crime career. 

The Very Rev. P. J. Carney, St. 
Patrick’s Catholic Church, said he 
had known the youth since he was 
seven years old and expressed be- 
lief the boy had “the mind of a 
child of six.” 

A sanity hearing may be ar- 
ranged. 

“Tisten to this,” said the youth, 
in his cell, referring to father Car- 
ney’s statement: 

“"Today the youngster has the 
mind of a child of six,’ hot stuff 
isn’t it?” He read on: “‘If he were 
out of jail tomorrow he would go 
back to the adventures.’ 

“Say,” he broke off, “I wouldn't 
go back to that for a million dol- 
lars.” 

Officers said Burke described 
himself as the “flashlight bandit,” 
having used an electric torch to 
blind his victims. 

Discussing the Brown shooting 
the youth was quoted as saying he 
wished to obtain money for a 
“date.” 

“It was either him or me,” he 
said. “And I let him have it.”

A reward of $2000 for the con- 
viction of the bombers who dyna- 
mited the two East St. Louis fill- 
ing stations of the Phillips Petro- 


leum Co. early yesterday, has been 

posted by the East St. Louis Cham- 

ber of Commerce. 

R. C. Jopling, sales manager of 
the company, who flew here from 
headquarters at Bartlesville, OK., 
in two hours and 15 minutes on 
hearing of the pombing, began an 
investigation today of the East Side 
labor gituation. He was accompa- 
nied by A. N. Rivey, chief engi- 
neer. The dispute leading to la- 
bor disorders and several acts of

- shop” policy of the Chicago Bridge 
and Iron Co., which is construct- 
ing gasoline storage tanks for the 
Phillips Pipe Line Co. near Ca- 
hokia, Ill, the terminus of an 800- 
mile pipe line from Borger, Tex. 

Telephoned threats to “blow up 
the bunkhouse” were received last 
night at the bunkhouse of the pipe 
line company, which is a subsidi- 
ary of the petroleum company, 
near the site of the tanks. The 
guard was doubled and the threats 
were reported to Sheriff Munie of 
St. Clair County. 

Commenting on the statement of 
labor organizations that “import- 
ed” workmen were used by the 
Chicago company, Jopling asserted 
110 out of 160 men employed on 
the tanks were from East St. Louis 
and St..Louis. The stations de- 
stroyed, at 15@1 Missouri avenue 
and 1000 State street, were built 
by union labor, he said, and the 
Phillips company will employ un- 
ion labor to build necessary ware- 
houses and an office building at 
the terminus after the tanks are 
completed. 

East St. Louis police conferred

“This blood and ashes represents the 
body of Baghat Singh whom you 
murdered. Take it back to New 


Delhi with your truce,” howled

Con-| 
gress. 


Singh and two other Indians 
were executed at Lahore Monday 
night. They were convicted of the 
murder of a police official in 1928. 

Declining to receive a small trav 
with its gruesome contents, Gandhi 
smiled and - maintained _ silence. 
Thereupon a red-shirted “youth | 
rushed toward Gandhi with a flag 
pole as if to attack. him, but Pandit 
Ma“sn Mohan Malayiya, vice-chan- 
cellor of Benares University. frus- 
trated the would-be assailant. 

“Let him come, let him come,’ 
repliéd Gandhi, “I do not fear him 
and he cannot hurt me.” 

“Down with Gandhi, he is our 
betrayer, not our leader!” shouted 
about 30 young Communists.

“I don’t mind demonstrations 
against’me, but they must not be 
violent,” Gandhi cried, reproving 
the Red Shirts as he drove away 
to the congréss camp.

HAMPERS. C.-C. WORK 


Commission Unable to Deter- 
mine Original Cost From 
Railroad’s Books.

WASHINGTON, March 25. — 
Study of the @ecent valuation of 


Co. by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission discloses that the com- 
mission was unable to determine 
from the company’s records how 
much had been spent in creating 
the system. 

“It has been found impossible to 
ascertain the original cost to date 
of the cemmon carrier property of 
this system,” said the report, “as 
the necessary records are not avail- 
able. The early construction rec- 
ords, whether of controlling cor- 
perations or of predecessors, have 
in most instances long since dis- 
appeared. 

“In some cases the methods of 
financing were such that the cost 
of creating the property was not 
recorded in the books of the car- 
riers and its predecessors. Even 
the data on the original cost to 
date that have been found are of 
uncertain value, due to a lack of 
uniform system of accounting prior 
to 1907.” ' 

“Original cost to date” ds one of 
the elements of value which the 
commission is expected to deter- 
mine in making a final valuation 
of common carrier property. 
Among the other ‘elements to be 
considered, as stipulated in the 


production new, cost of reproduc- 
tion less depreciation, and the 
value of land used for common 
carrier purposes. 

Procedure on Improvements. 

The commission's report said the 
company, prior. to 1907, had 
charged improvements and better- 
ments to the operating expenses of 
the company insteod of putting 
such costs under an improvement 
or investment account. This 
“ploughing back” of profits was 
started in the early years of the 
road, and the cosnniission cited 
the Katy’s annual report for i872 
to show that net earnings appeared 
small because “the cost of a con- 
siderable amount of necessary 
equipment and fixtures was charged 


to construction.” 

“It also was a common prac- 
tice,” said the report, “to charge 
expenditures for renewals and re- 
placements to operating expenses 
without disturbing the inveatment 
in read and equipment account. 
On the question whether aban- 
doned property was fully written 
eut’ of the investment. account or 
not, the Katy has not complieg 
with our demand for a statement 
of abandoned property. - 

“Since replacements were 
charged to operating expenses 
without disturbing the investment 
account, there is always a question 
whether tHe cost of a renewal or 
replacement to the investment ac- 
count may not duplicate charges 
already there for the property that 
was replaced.”

In considering the original cost 
of the property up to the valuation 
date, June 30, 1918, the commis- 
sion also took into account the 
gecurities issued by the Katy and 
the value of the property carried 
on the company books. 

The commission’s final valuation 
for the system, as of the valuation 
date, was $144,957.389, although 
the par value of the outstanding 
securities on that date was $154,- 
628,674. The company claimed 
$172,830,502 as the book value of 
its property. but the commission 
said that, after making certain 
readjustment in accordance with 
the commission's practice, this item 
would be $121,444,162. 

In reviewing the financing of the 
various Katy reorganizations the 
commission again pvas hampered by 
lack of records. It found that 
when the, present Katy corporation 
was formed in 1899 by the consoli- 
dation of the 1865 Katy company 
with the Kansas City & Pacific 
Railroad Co., no new books were 
opened to show the expiration of 
one corporation and the birth of a 
new one. 


HAWES URGES LEGISLATURE

British-French Announcement. 

Foreign Secretary Hendersun of 

Great Britain informed Foreign 
Minister Briand of France today 
that he had called to the attention 
of the German and Austrian Gov- 
ernments the apprehensions. in 
many quarters as to the compaii- 
bility of the German-Austro Cus- 
toms Union with existing obliga- 
tions. This information was con- 
tained in a communique issued by 
embassy officials. 
Henderson expressed hope that 
before the Austrian and German 
Governments continue negotiations 
on the project the Council of the 
League of Nations, under whose 
auspices the Geneva protocol of 
1922 was consummated, would have 
a chance to assure itself at its May 
meeting that the proposals were 
not contrary to Austria’s engage- 
ments. 

It is now admitted that French 
representation to Vienna has taken 
the form of a resolute, though 
“friendly” protest, and yesterday 
the French Cabinet judged the af- 
fair so grave that it devoted its en- 
tire session to the question. 

After receiving detailed reports 
on the Austro-German agreement, 
France has decided the correspond- 
ent is informed, that the agreement 
is entirely iriaccept\ ble.

ON EITHER, you cease fighting, the 
identical old questions as to terms of 
intercourse are again upon you.” 

But the makers of guns and gun- 
powder gather gold galore, and the pick 
of the world’s youth become gory, grave-

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BLOCKING A EUROPEAN TARIFF TRUCE. 
Europe’s nerves have long been unsteady, and only 
a slight shock is required to send them into tremors. 
This is shown by the hubbub now being raised over 
the plans for a German-Austrian customs union. Sol- 
emn protests issue from France, England:and Czecho- 
Slovakia, provisions of the peace treaties are anxious- 
ly cited and suspicion of new Teutonic plots are 
broadcast. Yet the project merely Barries out plans for 
a general European customs union which 27 nations 
approved more than a year ago, but which only 13 
have ratifjed, leading to its virtual failure. It goes 
along the line of England’s proposed bilateral tariff 
treaties with seven continental nations, and follows 
in smaller scale Briand’s dream of a united Europe. 
Chief fears are aroused, of course, by dread of the 
“anschluss,” or political union of the two nations. 
Germany and Austria point out, however, that noth- 
ing would happen in this instance but the knocking 
down of a tariff wall, and that carefully hedged about 
by provisos to protect monopolies and restrict imports 
of certain products. The ultimate union of Germany 
and Austria is looked upon favorably by all who 
hold in the self-determination of peoples, and is pre- 
vented only by the knowledge that force would come 
into play were it attempted. As Dr. Curtius said the 
other day, the case is of “one people in two states.” 
The tariff project can scarcely be a step toward 
union, and its potentialities for good outweigh the 
dangers which so impress neighboring chancelleries. 
European economists have pointed out many times 
that the road to continental prosperity is to emulate 
the American example of free trade among the vari- 
ous states. The two Germanic nations have invited 
all other countries into the union, and from this 
small beginning it is possible that a general European 
tariff truce would arise. But it seems all this is to 
be blocked by the dogma that what Versailles and 
St. Germain have cut asunder no man shall unite, 
even to the minor extent of placing a few customs 
collectors among the unemployed.

The Nation’s Assets 


Study of figures shows steady increases in nation’s business since 1910; declines rege 
istered in 1930 for manufactured and agricultural products, but gains in sav- 
ings deposits, life insurance and building and Joan assets; with one-third increase 
in population, wealth has doubled and factory output nearly trebled in 30 years. 


ET us review a few major items of the 
L nation’s assets. The remarkable ,irog- 

ress of this country in the last 20 years 
is revealed in a study of the accompanying 
figures compfied from the census of 1910 
and compared with the two-year census pe- 
riods 1923-25, 1925-27, and 1927-29. It is 
recognized that 1929 broke many existing 
records in many lines of activity, In a sense, 
1929 paralleled the great gains recorded for 
1919, following the World War, After 1919 
the drop in values which took place in 1921 
was probably more drastic than the depres- 
sion of 1930. 
In 1919 we produced $62,046,000,000 of 
manufactured goods; in 1921 the value 
reached only $43,653,000,000, a decline of 
30 per cent. The value of tie country’s 
mineral output showed a decline of 41 per 
cent between 1220 and 1921, while the 
gross value of all farm products, amounting 
to $24,800,000,000 in 1919—the highest rec- 
ord ever reached—dropped to $13,300,000,- 


. 000 in 1921, a decrease of 46 pér cent. 


Complete figures, of course, covering 1930 


estimates indicate that manufacturing, in 
1930 will show a decline from the all-time 
record of $68,453,000,000 set in 1929 of 
probably 15 per cent; and in agricultural 
products a decrease of about 41 per cent in 
value compared with 1929, as contrasted 
with the two years 1919 and 1921, when 
there was a decrease of 30 per cent in man-. 
ufacturing and over 46 per cent in agricul- 
tural products, 

It is most significant that savings deposits 
will show a marked gain in 1930 over 1929. 
The amount of new business written in all 
forms of life insurance in 1930 will reach 
$18,500,000,000, not quite 4 per cent be- 
low the great record of 1929, when $19,250,- 
000,000 of new insurance was taken out 
by the American people, or $2,846,000,000 
more. than the entire amount of such in- 
surance in force in the United States in 
1910. Life insurance in force today amounts 
to more than $108,500,000,000, or more than 
wix and one-half times the insurance in 
force 20 years ago. Building and Joan as- 
sociation assets throughout the country now 
amount’ to more than $9,000,000,000, or 
about 10 times the total of 1914.

A study of the annual figures of the cen- 
sus years, 1923 to 1929, shows that in many 
lines of production values fluctuated. The 
fact that 
pared with a previous year is no reason to 
become panicky or to assume that full ac- 
tivity will never return. In fact, In much 
of the food industry and in some other 
lines of manufacturing the production of 
1930 will run ahead of 1929. A survey by 
the National Association of Manufacturers 
on Dec, 1, 1930, reyealed that manufac- 
turers were then operating at nearly 87 
per cent of normal. 

We need only to refer to the census year 
1910 and make a few comparisons with 
later years to get a true picture of the na- 
tion’s progress. When the 1910 figures 
were compiled, the nation and the world 
were impressed by their magnitude. Meas- 
ured by the country’s assets today and the 
volume of its productivity? the values of 
1910 seem almost trifling. 


In 20 ,years, while our population in-— 


creased by one-third, our wealth about 
doubled and the output value of our fac- 
tories and mines nearly trebled the figure 
of 20 years ago. Farm products, values 
nearly doubled; our bank resources and de- 
posits are more than three times as great: 
saving deposits four times as much, life in- 
surance more than six times and exports 
and imports about three times as great as 
the values reported in 1910. We are ex- 
porting only about 6 per cent of our com- 
bined productive values of manufacturing, 
mining and agriculture. As a nation we 
produce and* consume a larger proportion 
of the world’s goods than any other '‘coun- 
try or group of countries. Yet we have 
less than 6.5 per cent of the world’s popu- 
lation and only 5.2: per cent of its land area. 
Surely we have much for which to be 
thankful. At no time in the history of our 
country have we been able to show a gain 
in every major activity year after year. 
Always there have been recessions, yet as 
each depression has run its course we have 
seen the nation’s wealth and production 
mount steadily to higher levels.

The original bill was prepared 
at the request of Gov. Caulfield, 
who pointed out that Missouri had 
no laws safeguarding rights of the 
State in grants of water power 
sites. 

The act creates a State water 
power commission, which would in- 
clude members of the Public Serv- 
ice Commission, the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, State Geologist and the State 
Game and Fish Commissioner, au- 
thorized to grant licenses for water 
power projects, subject to approval 
by the Governor, for periods of not 
more than 50 years, and to grant 
renewals. The act contains no, defi- 
nite provision on revocation of a 
license, but requires that the li- 
censee agree to abide by provisions 


of the act. The commission would 
have the power to fix a rental | 
charge.

Previous Rulings Upset. 


Previous rulings py the Treas- 
ury Department that such transfers 
were made in contemplation of 
death and were taxable, were over- 
turned. 

The Missouri inheritance tax law 
contains a provision for taxing any 
transfer made by a decedent dur- 
ing his life time, if it can be proved 
that the transfer was made in con- 
templation of death, or was intend- 
ed to take effect at or after death. 
Under the Missouri law, which is 
similar to the Federal act in this 
respect, the Attorney-General has 
ruled that transfers of property 
during the lifetime of a decedent, 
where the decedent reserved to 
himself the income from the prop- 
erty transferred for his lifetime, 
or reserved the right to designate 
who should receive the income, 
were taxable under the inheri- 
tance tax law. 

Change Needed to Prevent Evasions 
“By the recent decision of the 
Supreme Court, considerable doubt 
is now cast on the correctness of 
such rulings,’’ the Governor said. 
“The decision appears to have 
opened a loophole by means of 
which owners of property can 
avoid death duties. 

“In order to eliminate possibil- 
ity of such evasions of the Federal] 
estate tax, Congress March 4 
amended the law to meet the new 
situation that had arisen... It is es- 
sential that a similar amendment 
Be made to the Missouri inheri- 
tance tax law in order that trans-

Apparently nobody in this entire 
city of 3,000,000 is out of a job, 
or at least no one is interested. I 


wanted a translater to read the 
newspapers to me, and also a guide 
to make a trip out of the city. 
“Go to Intourist” (that’s the 
Cook’s of Russia), “they will find 
you some one,” I was told. 
But no, Intourist had none. Per- 
haps Intourist would have a young 
lady next week who could spare 
two or three hours four mornings 
a week, but that was the best they 
could hold out. The price, $1 an 
hour. 
For a guide to accompany me on 
the trip, well, marbe I could per- 
suade the young lady—she is really 
not so young, after all, it seems— 
to accompany me and translate. 
No Men Are Jobless. 
“A man, no, that is impossible, 
thére are no men,” I am assured. 
“all the men work in industry for 
the five-year plan, there is not one 
available.” 
I insist that I don’t want to make 
a two or three day train journey 
in a railway compartment with a 
young lady I have never met be- 
fore. Anyway, she won't be able to 
swing the job, I point out. What 
I want is help in getting out at 
Arctic stations and routing up the 
police and finding a droshky and 
getting a room in a hotel. 
“Ah, but the lady will do better 


“The young lady has had exper- 
fence in doing all those things.” 
By the day, the lady guide’s fee 
is $7.50 and I found she must have 
food and tea and cigdrettes, too. 

I try two or three other sources, 
Voks, the state organization for the 
furtherance of cultural relations; 
the American Chamber of Com- 
merce, the foreign office, the local 
newspapers. Everywhere the same 
answer. 

No men available. They all have 
jobs. Not that a lot of them would 
not leap and cheer at a soft job 
like that, traveling around. seeing 
the country, eating regularly and 


they can’t leave their regular jobs. 
They. can’t quit if they are dis- 
satisfied. Their. food cards. are 
taken away, they are disfranchised 
and chucked out of their local 
union.

RACING HORSE AND 
SIRE, DIES AT AGE 30

LEXINGTON, Ky., March 25.— 


‘Broomstock, famed stallion which 


for three years was the ieading 
American sire of thoroughbred race 
horses, died at C. V. Whitney’s farm 
near Lexington yesterday. He was 
30 years old. Old age was given as 
the cause of death. 

During his racing years, Broom- 
stick was winner of 19 races with a 
total value of $74,570. After his 
retirement to the stud, he sired 
such offspring as Whiskbroom II, 
himself a great thoroughbred and 
the sire of Victorian, noted stakes 
winner; Regret, the only filly to 
win the Kentucky Derby (1915);

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FRESH LEVY AGAINST 
OLANS' PROPERTY 


Magistrate- Meyers Acts After 
Bender Writ and Bankruptcy 
Suit Are Thrown Out. 


For the second time within a 
month a Negro watchman was 
placed in the front room of the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Leslie Olian, 
/5656 Waterman avenue, yesterday 
when Constable Gabe Roth sought 
to levy on their personal property 
under a Justice Court judgment. 
The watchman was instructed to 
remain day and night until the 
judgment was satisfied or he was 
withdrawn by court order. 

The latest levy was sought un- 
der an execution issued by Justice 
of the Peace Harry C. Meyers on 
a judgment for $690 rendered by 
him Dec. 23 against the Olians 


and in favor of the M. J. Steinberg 
Hat & Fur Co., Tenth and Olive 
streets. The judgment was based 
on a balance due for personal ap- 
parel purchased by Mra. Olian 
since the latter part of 19238. 

Another Negro watchman stayed 
in the Olian home during the last 
week of February under a levy 
brought by Constable Ira Dorsey 
on a judgment by Justice of the 
Peace A. Samuel Bender for a 
grocery bill of $434 alleged to be 
due the Kingsbury Market. The 
watchman was withdrawn after 
Olian filed a bankruptcy petition 
in Federal Court. The bankruptcy 
petition was dismissed by Federal 
Judge Davis upon recommendation 
of Referee Coles, who said the 
circumstancs seemed to indicate 
that Olian was using the RBank- 
ruptcy Court to secure immunity 
against the lawful process of a 
State court. 

A mandamus suit to compel 
Dorsey to carry ouf the execution 
Was dismissed by Circuit Judge 
Pearcy, however, when the writ 
of execution was found to be de- 
fective. 

Edward K. Schwartz, who  be- 
came counsel for Olian after the 
Justice Court judgments were ren- 
dered, said yesterday he would take 
immediate steps to have the bank- 
ruptcy case reinstated. Olian was 
not represented by counsel in the 
original bankruptcy suit, Schwartz 
said he had prepared an applica- 
tion for reinstatement several days 
ago but had withheid it until Olian 
could raise funds needed to cover 
the costs of a bankruptcy action.

JOSEPH LEITER WINS SUIT 
OVER ESTATE OF FATHER 


Appellate Court Declines to Re- 
move Him From Management 
of Property.

CHICAGO, March 25.—Control of 
the late Leyi Leiter’s millions re- 
mains in the United States. 

The Appellate Court yesterday 
upheld Joseph Leiter’s right to 
serve as trustee of the $30,000,000 
estate of his father—turning back 
the demand of British nobility heirs 
that he be ousted for mismanage- 
ment. 

Those who appealed from Supe- 
rior Court approval of Leiter were 
his sister, Lady Marguerite Hyde, 
Countess of Suffolk and Berks: and 
Lady Cynthia Mosley, the Baron- 
ess of Ravensdale, and Lady Alex- 
andra Metcalf, daughters of the 
late Mary Leiter Curzon, another 
sister, and wife of the former Vice- 
roy of India. 

Throughout the eight yeats of 
litigation, the third daughter of 
“Levi the astute,””’ Mrs. Nancy Lei- 
ter Campbell, supported her broth- 
er. She died six months ago. 

The Leiter fortune started in 
1854, when old Levi left :Leiters- 
burg. Md., for Chicago. 

Most of Levi's children married 
into England's aristocracy. 
one—Joseph—stayed in Chicago, to 
enter business with his father. In 
his 26 years of management, Lei- 
ter has increased the working capi- 
tal of the éstate from $13,000,000 
to more than $17,000,000. The old 
Leiter home in Chicago has long 
since been razed. The only family 
residence remaining is Joseph's 
apartment—which is seldom occu- 
pied. He spends most of his time 
in Washington, D. C., and New 
Orleans.

night blindness. 

This is a condition in which ob. 
jects seen clearly during the day 
or by strong artificial ight become 
invisible in the shade, twilight, or 
at night. . The fault, of course, is 
not in thé objects, nor in the light 
that falls upon them, but im the 
perceiving eye. 

Ten years ago or so this condition 
was described in Osler’s system of 
medicine as a functional anomaly 
of vision which rarely comes under 
the notice of the physician. It was 
observed, however, that it may oc- 
cur in epidemic form. 

This condition was known ifn the 
days of Hippocrates, for we not 
only find him describing {t, but 
also competently prescribing for it. 
His remedy was liver. * 

In recent years, since se muth 
study and search has been centered 
on vitamins, it has been demon- 
strated that night blindness is as- 
sociated with a diet deficient tn vi- 
tamin A, the vitamin found most 
abundantly in milk,» butter,. ege 
yolk and spinach. 

The marked lack of this vitamin 
in the diet leads to the develop- 
ment of a disease known as xeno- 
phthalmia. In this disease the eyes 
become so- swollen that they are 
opened with difficulty or not at 
all. Unless vitamin A is supplied in 
the dietary, blindness follows. 

The injury following the absence 
in the diet of this vitamin ig not 
confined to the eve. It has been 
experimentally shown in the lab- 
Oratory that animals fed on a diet 
deficient in vitamin A are more 
than ordinarily susceptible to in- 
fection, particularly of the respira- 
tory tract. This has also been not- 
ed in the humans. 3

him for killing a policeman, and 
the United States Government for 
a national bank robbery. Ray was 
said to have been his confederate 
in a holdup at Jefferson, Wis., in 
which bonds worth $350,000 were 
stolen. 

The plot called for men unknown 
to the Morans to pose as police- 
men, and Burke and Ray were 
chosen for the roles. Assistant 
State’s Attorney David Stansbury 
further announced that Jack Mc- 
Gurn had paid them $10,000 each 
for their services. Another Capone 
henchman, Jack Guzik, as tele- 
phone records‘subpenaed from the 
Congress Hotel showed, had been 
holding daily long-distance conver- 
sations with Capone at his Florida 
villa up to within three days of the 
massacre. Then they had ceased, 
to be resumed again Feb. 18.
